Marine Helicopter 
Downed In Laos; 
Four Americans Die

Down New Path On 
Welfare Hearings

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court has started down 
a new and long legal path in 
ruling that people on welfare 
have the right to a hearing 
before their assistance may be 
cut off. 
If Justice Hugo L. Black 
turns out to be right, the journey 
could work against the very 
people the court is trying to 
protect — 'the poor, 
Monday’s 5-3 decision will 
never serve as 
a 
classic 
example 
of 
“ strict 
con­ 
structionism...” R ather, It is 
more an example of what Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger 
bitterly 
termed 
“ the

fam iliar 
constitut iona 1 iz i ng 
syndrome.” 
Impelled undoubtedly 
by 
compassion and a sense of fair 
play, two hallmarks of the court 
under former Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, five justices of diverse 
philosophies united to cushion 
poor people with the right to 
“due process of law” as stated 
in the 14th Amendment, a right 
originally designed to protect 
Negroes after the Civil War. 
The court took the ball away 
from, the' Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, whose 
regulations designed to give 
people on welfare an even more 
protective hearing would .have 
gone into effect this summer.

Sky raider fighter-bomber was 
shot down over the upper 
panhandle Saturday, and the 
helicopter could have been 
taking part in the search for the 
missing pilot.

aircraft lost in operations there. 
Ten planes have been reported 
lost over Laos in that period 
The 
reverse

Almost any article discussing the theater, stage, or films, 
mentions the sex in it — whether it was exploitive, perverted, or 
added artfully to enhance the performance. There’s no escaping 
the fact — our society is saturated with, obsessed with sexual 
awareness It has permeated every art form, from ballet to 
painting. Nowhere is there more visible means of support of the 
exploitation of sex than in present-day movies. 
Second only to television in the amount of people it reaches, 
movies set the general trend in shifts of social attitudes. This form 
of entertainment not only enlarges upon influences felt throughout 
all age levels but is one of the first to use new ideas and concepts. It 
becomes an imaginative race to see who can produce the most 
shocking, the most exploited film that in turn breaks down the 
barriers in sexual permissiveness on the screen. One begins to 
wonder why there is such a heavy market for movies of this nature 
Perhaps the answer lies with society that is progressing so rapidly 
that attitudes and behavioral patterns are in a constant state of 
turmoil. 
New frontiers are made and then dissolved by directors who 
hope to be the first to put on the screen their interpretation or 
presentation of the new outlook on sexuality. How far will it go? Is 
there an end in sight? All too often, the people who complain the 
loudest about the lack of decent films are the same ones who 
eagerly stand in line to see movies like Midnight Cowboy and I AM 
Curious (Yellow). Until people start refusing to patronize films that 
are stark exploitations and start demanding artistic consistency, 
then the longer the degraded movie will survive. 
In the end society gets what it wants. 


Inflation Better Than Recession? 
Is inflation more acceptable than recession? Some evidence 
suggests the Nixon administration believes so. It has, at least, 
taken a sudden turn toward spending rather than saving. 
In late January the President vetoed an appropriation bill for 
health, education and antipoverty programs. It was, he said. $1.3 
billion more than the budget request for the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department. “I believe the action is in the long-range 
interests of better education and improved health care,” the 
President told the American people as he sat before the television 
cameras. “But most important,” he added, ‘‘I believe that this 
action that I have just taken is in the vital interests of all 
Americans in stopping the rise in the cost of living.” 
In mid-March the President took further action that, in light of 
his earlier analysis, would appear to be inflationary. He released 
$1.5 billion in construction funds that had been frozen in 1969 The 
release of such an amount won't suddenly flood the nation with 
money, but it is expected to cut in half the already slim projected 
budget surplus for 1971, a surplus the President had said he counted 
on to slow inflation.

New Bombing Plans 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are secretly 
reviewing the bombing cam­ 
paigns in Vietnam and Laos in 
anticipation of a possible 
request from the new Cam­ 
bodian government for U. S. air 
support to help drive North 
Vietnamese troops out of 
Cambodia. 
Under the code name “Steel 
Tiger,” U S planes have been 
blasting the infiltration routes 
that run through Laos. The Joint 
Chiefs would like to extend these 
attacks to the North Vietnamese 
sanctuaries in Cambodia. 
A separate bombing cam­ 
paign, code-named ‘‘Barrel 
Roll.” has also been hammering 
the North Vietnamese build-up 
in northeastern Laos 
This is really a transplant of 
the air war that was formerly 
waged against North Vietnam. 
After the bombing was halted, 
the pilots were sworn to secrecy 
and their sorties were rerouted 
across the border over Com­ 
munist-controlled areas of Laos. 
Planes from the “Barrel Roll” 
campaign might now be 
diverted to strike Communist 
targets in Cambodia if the 
sanction of the new government 
can be obtained. 
Note: 
President 
Nixon, 
however, has no wish to increase 
American involvement in 
Southeast Asia. He would prefer 
to negotiate an agreement 
guaranteeing the political 
neutralization of both Cambodia 
and Laos. 
MORE BENIGN NEGLECT 
President Nixon apparently 
would like to apply White House 
aide Pat Moynihan’s doctrine of 
“benign neglect” to the nation’s 
largest and most liberal city. 
A visitor from New York City 
got an unexpected glimpse into 
the President’s thinking at a 
recent White House prayer 
breakfast presided over by 
evangelist Billy Graham. 
I’m from that wild metropolis, 
New York City,” the visitor said 
laughingly as he was introduced 
to Nixon. 
“Oh yes, New York,” replied 
the President, also smiling. “Let 
it die. Billy taught me to let it die 
and not to worry about it.” 


HANDS OFF POLICY 
President Nixon intends to do 
his utmost to elect a Republican 
Congress in November, but he 
has issued strict instructions to 
subordinates to keep their noses 
out of the primaries. 
The orders went out on March 
13 in a White House memo, 
signed by chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman, declaring: “It is a 
firm Administration policy that 
no one within the Administration 
is to participate in any manner 
in any of the upcoming 
Republican primary contests. 
“This would include verbal 
endorsements and-or letters 
sent to primary candidates. 
Please be sure that you and all 
the members of your staff ob­ 
serve this policy during the 
upcoming months ” 
PENSION FRAUDS 
Low-paid workers, wh • look 
forward to pensions to make 


their retirement years a little 
easier, have only one chance in 
10 of getting a red penny from 
their companies 
This is the finding of famed 
pension consultant Mario E. 
Impellizeri, who has submitted 
his documented evidence to a 
House subcommittee headed by 
Rep. John Dent, D-Pa 
As Dent has dug deeper and 
deeper into the financial muck 
of some private pension funds, 
he has struck the hard op­ 
position of giant firms which 
control the funds. 
Impellizeri’s grim testimony, 
obtained in advance by this 
column, shows why Dent is 
being pressured by the larded 
lords of industry to back away 
from his defense of the poor. 
“My study of ten pension 
plans covering 60,000 low-paid 
workers in the New York City 
area discloses that less than 10 
per cent will ever receive a 
pension or pension benefit,” 
Impellizeri will tell the Dent 
subcommittee 
Reason: In the shifting 70s, a 
worker may labor only a few 
years for a company, then move 
on. Meanwhile, the pension 
benefits which were won by his 
union as part of a wage package 
remain — if the employes are 
lucky — in the pension fund. 
The unreleased testimony 
cites case after case where 
companies have dipped into 
pension funds for corporate 
purposes. 
Impellizeri will tell of “a 
Texas trailer manufacturer who 
borrowed heavily from an 
employe fund just before he 
went bankrupt. 
“In Chicago, the company- 
appointed trustee of Brasco 
Manufacturing Co., put $250,000, 
or 60 per cent of the company 
pension fund’s total assets, into 
Brasco’s preferred stock.” The 
stock proved worthless and the 
fund’s total assets shrivelled to 
$13,500. 
Impellizeri will also testify: 
“Approximately 85 per cent of 
the employes covered by private 
pensions, about 28 million 
workers, participate in single- 
employer plans which limit 
benefits to those who work long 
periods for the one employer.” 
The pension expert will warn 
that perhaps 70 per cent of the 
total 33 million workers in 
private pension funds ‘‘will 
never see a pension check.” 
Impellizeri, in a passionate 
demand for reform, will urge 
that pension funds be required to 
give a break to the poorer 
workers who may not be able to 
stay with companies for a long 
length of time. This could be 
done, he will say, by making 
sure that funds are in “trust” for 
all the participants — and for no 
other use. 
APATHY GAP 
The General Services Ad­ 
ministration, in announcing a 
new information center in 
Pittsburgh, has confirmed in a 
press release what many 
newsmen suspected all along. 
“The Information Center staff 
will include people who have 
strong feelings of APATHY and 
understanding for the problems 
of others.” 


Reordering O f Priorities Seen 
A re-ordering of priorities in 
the business com m unity- 
putting environment and in­ 
dividual human potential first— 
has been predicted for the next 
decade by an executive and 
leading economist. 
Henry D. Clarke Jr., president 
of National Environment Corp., 
a conglomerate that has in­ 
terests ranging from home 
construction to restaurant 
chains told businessmen at a 
UCLA Extension seminar that 
the 70s will be a “decade of 
management,” 
of 
fuller 
realization 
of 
human 
capabilities in business and 
industry. 
Capital may be scarce during 
the next five years,” Clarke 
said, “but there will be an 
amalgamation of people. If not, 
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these capable people will take to 
the streets—and I don’t believe 
that will happen in the U.S. in 
the next decade. 
Neil H. Jacoby, former dean 
of the UCLA Graduate School of 
Business and an associate of the 
Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions at 
Santa Barbara, said that 
business and industry is 
“finally” becoming aware of 
environmental problems. 
“The rapidly changing values 
of our society, putting en­ 
vironment agead of economic 
growth, have put pressure on the 
auto industry to do something 
about smog,” he said. Jacoby 
added that he was “critical” of 
the industry for “not taking 
leadership” in solving the 
problem long before now.

The hundreds of gay, happy, 
youngsters were on hand long 
before the signal was given that 
launched the hunt for the 105 
dozen brightly colored eggs that 
the Easter Bunny had hidden in 
every nook and cranny of the 
wooded grounds.

ROUGEMONT, Switzerland. I 
have always thought that 
Switzerland is the way station to 
Paradise. I have been coming 
here for almost forty years. The 
first few winters, at age five or 
six, I would amuse myself by 
making snowmen. 
The past 
ten winters I have amused 
myself by asking any old Swiss, 
any old time, “Excuse me, but 
could you please tell me the 
name of the President of 
Switzerland?” The record, thus 
far, is 100 percent: nobody has 
known the name of the President 
of Switzerland. Inevitably there 
is a nervous silence, and then a 
whisper to the neighboring 
partner, which whisper goes 
down the length of the room, the 
last man tiptoeing out to the 
telephone, or to an almanac, 
and eventually the name of the 
President is triumphantly 
devulged. 
The reason nobody knows the 
name of the President of 
Switzerland is because it doesn’t 
much matter who is the 
President of Switzerland. 
Switzerland is so well governed, 
the responsibilities are so dif­ 
fused, the national sense of 
purpose is so explicit, that there 
simply isn’t very much left over 
for the President to do, except to 
get very angry when a terrorist 
blows up one of his airplanes. 
The other day, by mistake, a 
clerk in a little post office 
dropped a carton that contained 
emergency military summons 
to duty for the male population 
of that town, everyone between 
the ages of twenty and fifty. The 
next morning the postman 
routinely stuck the summons in 
the boxes, and by that afternoon 
all the men of the town had 
simply gone off — reporting for 
duty at the cantonal capital. All 
except two or three, who not 
having had news of any national 
emergency, 
thought 
to 
telephone to the capital to verify 
their summons. They were of 
course told that there was no 
summons, that it must have 
been a clerical mistake. Now 
the interesting thing is that all 
the newspapers criticized not 
the gullible majority who had 
gone automatically off to duty, 
but the inquisitive minority. 
Switzerland expects that every 
man will do his duty 
unquestioningly, even if it is a 
clerical mistake. 
That is true efficiency. 
Speaking of which, the Swiss 
Post Office is easily the most 
efficient in the world, the mail 


traveling faster between any 
part of Switzerland and the 
United States, than between 
Chicago and New York — even 
in non-strike conditions. To be 
sure, it needs to be efficient, if 
only to understand its own 
postage rates. If you desire to 
air mail a letter abroad, you 
must know, just to begin with, 
whether you are in category One 
or in category Ten, Twenty, 
Twenty-Five, Thirty, Forty, 
Fifty, or Seventy. Now reflect 
on the progression of those 
numbers. Crazy, isn’t it? Why 
shouldn’t the Twenty-Five be 
eliminated, and a Sixty in­ 
serted9 
The United States is in 
category Twenty-Five, and it 
costs .75 centimes to air mail a 
letter that weighs up to 5 grams. 
Up to 10 grams, one franc. Up to 
15 grams, 1.25 francs Up to 20 
grams, 1.50 francs. Got it? Oh 
no you don’t: in Switzerland, 
that’s hubris. Up to 25 grams 
isn’t the expected 1.75 francs, 
but — for reasons as obscure as 
the identity of the President of 
Switzerland — 2.05 francs. You 
climb that scale at 25 centimes 
per 5 grams for four times, and 
then you skip again, to another 
interval of 60 centimes. It takes 
a first class mathematical 
education to send a letter in 
Switzerland, which is a good 
way of cutting down on the post 
office load. And oh yes, if you 
want to air mail a postcard to 
America, the postage is — a flat 
55 centimes. But of course you 
can’t buy a 55 centime stamp — 
they just don’t make them You 
buy a 50 and a 5. 


There is a price — and a 
penalty — for everything in 
Switzerland. Going up on a ski 
gondola a while ago it was very 
hot and I noticed that the win­ 
dow could be removed by prying 
it out of its rubber frame. This I 
did, and on reaching the top 
received a most royal and 
lengthy dressing down from the 
attending mechanic in a most 
flustered French, ending with a 
simple declarative, “That will 
be seven francs fifty centimes.” 
It was known exactly how much 
to charge even for so rogue an 
infraction. 
I know, I know, that if, having 
established his identity, anyone 
were so foolish or so evil as to 
shoot the President of Swit­ 
zerland, he would be most 
severely tried and tongue- 
lashed, and then told that the 
penalty for shooting presidents 
of Switzerland is 78,450 francs.

m y attention 
to a newspa­ 
per c o l u m n 
about the ton­ 
sils—one that was filled with 
gross medical errors and could 
only cause concern and misun­ 
derstanding. Dr. Bordley said: 
“It is hard to believe that such 
distorted information can come 
out under the guise of medical 
education.” 
When I read this article I 
too felt that the misinforma­ 
tion was masquerading as 
health information and confus­ 
ing its readers by its lack of 
scientific proof. 
That column had apparently 
been written in answer to a 
question about alternate meth­ 
ods of treatment for diseased 
tonsils. I deliberately repeat 
tnat which someone had writ­ 
ten in order to impress on my 
readers the danger of bypass­ 
ing their own doctor's advice. 
The statem ent was "there's a 
safe alternative for tonsillec­ 
tomy: diathermy, electro co­ 
agulation . . . and use of X-ray 
or radium emanation treat­ 
ment.” 
This can only be compared 
to lighting a cigarette with a 
stick of dynamite. Far too 
often people running away 
from medical truth become in­ 
volved in just such hazardous 
techniques. 
Let me review the facts 
about the tonsils and the ade­ 
noids. These tissues in the 
mouth and in the back of the 
nose s e r v e , in infancy and 
early childhood, a very vital 
role. Undoubtedly, they help 


prevent the spread of infection 
and may even help the body 
to develop protective antibod­ 
ies against germs. 
There was a time when ear, 
nose and throat doctors were 
accused of getting a maniacal 
look in their eyes whenever 
they saw a pair of large ton­ 
sils. I don't believe that this 
was true then or now’, and 
firmly insist that physicians 
carefully evaluate a child’s his­ 
tory before suggesting sur­ 
gery. 
There are specific reasons 
when this operation should be 
done. Repeated attacks of ton­ 
sillitis, bouts of swollen glands 
in the neck, nasality of speech, 
frequent ear infections and 
hearing impairment are the 
major reasons for the removal 
of tonsils and adenoids. 
Some doctors arbitrarily say 
"I don’t believe in tonsils” and 
deny the opinion of the expert 
or specialist in this field. Let 
it not be said that tonsils and 
their removal are a religion 
or a philosophy. For only then 
can one say "I don’t believe.” 
Parents are too often caught 
in the trap of such conflicting 
opinions and the child is the 
one w’ho suffers most. If the 
operation was once done pro­ 
miscuously, the pendulum has 
now swung to sanity. Only 
after careful consideration is 
this operation suggested for 
the greater advantages to the 
child. 
The safety of modern anes­ 
thesia. used by highly trained 
specialists in excellent hospi­ 
tals, makes the removal of 
tonsils and adenoids most re­ 
warding, in carefully selected 
cases.

Permafrost-lce Discovered On Rim O f Extinct Volcano In Haw aii 


HONOLULU 
(API 
— 
A 
scientist has discovered a layer 
of Permafrost — ice that never 
melts — atop an extinct volcano 
in tropical Hawaii. 
Dr. Alfred Woodcock says the 
permafrost may date back to the 
Pleistocene ice age, which 
ended 10,000 to 25,000 years ago. 
If so, it could unlock some of the 


secrets of Hawaii’s past. 
“It is beautiful, clear, bubble- 
free ice,” says Woodcock, a 
meteorologist with the Hawaii 
Institute of Geophysics. “I have 
never heard of such ice on any 
oceanic island.” 
Woodcock discovered the 
layer of permafrost several 
weeks ago imbedded in the lava 


rock of two craters atop Mauna 
Kea, on the island of Hawaii. 
For years, he had been ex­ 
ploring temperature variations 
in the volcano’s 13,000-foot high 
take Waiau. 
He found the average water 
temperature was higher than 
that of the surrounding lava, but 
that the temperature dropped 


sharply with depth Woodcock 
said temperatures at the rim 
averaged about 35 degrees.

MODESTO 
(AP) — Sen. 
George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
says the Modesto school board, 
by withdrawing from the federal 
school lunch program, will be 
responsible for poor students 
being hungry in classrooms 
McGovern presided Monday 
at a hearing as chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Nutrition and Human Needs 
The school board halted its 
participation in the lunch 
program after a federal judge 
last month ordered the district 
to provide free lunches to all 
children from homes where 
incomes are below the federal 
poverty criteria 
The district, which had been 
providing free lunches to some 
450 students, said it couid not 
afford to do the same for the 
2,800 
students 
who 
would 
qualify. 
Board Vice President E, W 
Rose, a farmer, said the with­ 
drawal decision was based “on 
the ability to pay.” He said more 
free lunches would “place us on 
a treadmill.” 
District Supt. Bert C. Corona 
testified that “a principle was at 
stake.” 
McGovern asked Rose: “ How 
do you carry on an educational 
process with children thinking 


more about empty stomachs 
than what is going on in the 
classroom?” 
Rose 
replied; 
“ You 
are 
probably correct. We believe we 
cannot let ourselves be drawn 
into what is traditionally a 
welfare program.” 
Modesto’s Office of Economic 
Opportunity offered to provide 
the district with the $20,000 
needed to finance the full free 
lunch program for the balance 
of the year, 
After the board rejected the 
offer, homes and places of 
business of board 
members 
were picketed. 
Rose charged that the board’s 
authority is being challenged by 
“agitators.” 
Under the present federal 
program, 
schools are reim­ 
bursed 4 Vs cents per child for 
free lunches. 
Also, surplus 
food 
com ­ 
modities are provided free to 
participating districts. 
California 
Rural 
Legal 
Assistance attorneys, who filed 
the lawsuit which brought the 
controversial court order from 
Judge Thomas J. McBride of 
Sacram ento, said dropping 
federal participation wili hike 
the costs of lunches for all 
children.
